Recruitment By The FBI 


in a rather simple but truthful statement, FB! Assistant 
Director John D. Glover said the agency is seeking more 
blacks and women because “There are some assignments 
blacks can handle better, there are some assignments 
women can handle better.” 

Obviously, this isn't the same FBI run for years by J. 
Edgar Hoover. Still, itisn’t an FBI that has adequate repre- 
sentation of minorities, but that a serious recruitment plan 
would be launched to change this certainly uplifts the 
image of the FBI in the eyes of these neglected persons. 

The FBI's recruitment program is under way at many 
black colleges and universities, and it is being publicized in 
cities in Ohio. 

The list of jobs available in the FBI is nothing tike what 
many may have.come to believe after watching a TV show 
of the same name some years ago, or in reading the work of 
the FBI in newspapers. The agency is a diverse group of 
people and jobs that include not only agents (as portrayed 
in the TV show) but employment in electronics, computer 
technology, laboratory research and language translation. 
There also is a need for clerks and steno-typists. : 

The FBI requires certain qualifications, but nothing thata 
person really interested in joining the agency can't muster. 

The.recruitment program comes at a time when the Rea- 
gan administration is hammering away to dismantle affir- 
mative action programs that have made it possible for 
blacks to make in-roads in traditional lily white jobs. 

Heavily criticized for its obnoxious hounding of the Rev. 
Martin Luther King, the FBI has come a long way since 
then. Its image couldn't help but bei m proved if the. 
agency is as successful in the recruitment program as it is 
in “getting its man.” This time, the FBI just wants more 
blacks and women to help improve its ranks. 


CMACAO: Still On The Case 


That Gov. Richard F. Celeste would agree to be the key- 
note speaker for the 17th annual dinner of the Columbus 
Metropolitan Area Community Action Organization speaks 
well of the worthwhile role that organization plays in the 
lives of thousands in Columbus and Franklin County. 

When CMACAO and its family get together Thursday 
night to review what has been achieved over the past year-- 
no small achievement when it’s considered that last year 
was one of the worst for funding for social service agencies 
inrecent years—the highlights will be the long, hard fought 
war to keep the poor from total ruin. 

Unlike any other agency of its kind in Columbus, CMA- 
CAO has pioneered programs that have had widespread 
impact, positive impact, on an array of low income families. 
From housing to education, from jobs to nutrition, from 
financial savings to youth training. 

All the while, the agency has never taken on the aura of 


‘an over funded agency, setting priorities for itself rather 


than for those it was created to serve. 

When the poor needs assistance, they know one of the 
first and most reliable places to start is CMACAO. They 
may not know what the letters stand for, but they know 
theyre backed up with substance. 

And when a governor can find time in his busy schedule 
to address an agency whose primary task is improving the 
lives of the poor, it can safely be said, that more than the 
poor are taking note of CMACAO's accomplishments. 


Old Way Still Best Way 


The concern expressed by the head of an organization 
on what happens to organizations when there are no 
schooled “new leaders” to take charge should be carefully 
considered. 

The concern brought to mind part of what Alex Haley 
brought outin his book “Roots.” Some of Haley's historical 
account of Afrikan-Americans in the area of how “new 
leaders” were once prepared also surfaced in the TV series 
based on the book. 

What Haley revealed was that in ancient Africa, the elders 
of a tribe, or large segment of people, passed on much of 
what they knew to young members of the tribe. After the 
younger members reached certain age, they were 


“schooled” by the elders on the present and the past. It was... 


drilled into the youngsters the role they would have to play 
once the elders departed, or when the elders became too 
old to lead. 

Replacing the elders, or leaders if you please, was not 
done in the haphazard fashion that occurs often in the 
black community today. If a young person had not learned 
certain aspects of responsibility for the total group and 
skills needed to lead, he was not entrusted to replace an 
elder. 

“What happens when Lumpkin and the others leave or 
die? Where are the new leaders?” asked Clarence Lumpkin, 
president of the South Linden Leadership Group. If Lump- 
kin and others who have raised that question would look 
back for a moment, they would know the answer to that 
question.. 

If no one has been entrusted with the old and the new, the 
responsibility to carry further the achievements of those 
before them, he starts from scratch as Lumpkin did and 
spend years trying to learn what the elders should have 
passed on. 

There will always be new leaders. What kind of leaders 
they will be depends on how much they were,able to have 
passed on to them from the old leaders, whether the com- 


munity sanctions them to be leaders. and_ whether they

‘.. They Are The Worst HighSchools In The State!’

Last week, while in Columbus, Ohio on a business trip, | 
decided to visit my alma mater, Ohio Univeristy, (O.UL) in Athens. 
The drive south from Columbus brought mixed feelings within 
my mind because of the multitude of experiences that | had 
during the four years spent in college. : 

The country side drive was both relaxing and troublesome, but 
when | arrived in Athens, then | realized that things had not 
changed much over the years. 

! graduated with a degree in Journalism and, therefore, one of 
the first things that caught my attention at.the student union 
building was the student newspaper, The Post, which still outcir- 
culates and grosses more ad space than the town newspaper. | 
folded two copies and placed them in my pocket to read later. 

There were a couple of professors that | wanted to see and I 
also wanted to talk with someone in the administration building 
about correcting a mistake on my transcript. Through channels, | 
ended up waiting to talk with the academic dean of Arts & Scien- 
ces to get my personal matter resolved. 

While waiting to see Mr. Jones, | began to read The Post; inside 
the newspaper there was a story about the University’s minority 
recruiter, Ms. V. Thomas and how she approached her job, the 
problems she had encountered explaining life in rural Southern 
Ohio to potential students from Urban areas and then retaining 
those students once they had been admitted to the university. 

It was at this point that | started to formulate how life Styles 
and/or customs had not really changed for black students at OU 
from the urban school systems. The same problems existed when 
| was a Student. During my discussion with the Associate Dean, 
we struck up a conversation about minority students at Ohio 
Univeristy. He commented, “I think things here at Ohio University 
have gotten better for black students. We do have a problem with 
retention of students from Cleveland's Kennedy and Glenville 
High Schools and those people up there should do something to 
improve those schools. They are the worst high schools in the 
state!” 

Retention Problem 

It just so happened that | went to both of the high schools that 
he mentioned for my public school education. | informed Mr. 
Jones that the retention problem existed when! was a student at 
OU and by now something should have been done to correct that 
situation. | also inquired whether or not he or some academic 
committee had filed a report with the State Board of Education or. 
the State Regents about the high failure rate of students fromthe 
innercity schools of Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati. His 
reply was that the state was aware of the problem and that was 
probably why the cost of court ordered busing in Cleveland was 
being shared between the city and the state. (Both the city and 
State were equally at fault for the sub-standard education pro- 
vided to the black high school students.) 

| revealed to Mr. Jones that while | was in Law School at 
Howard University in Washington, one of my professors found 
out that ! was from Cleveland and invited me to his’ office justto 
talk about school and Cleveland. He had been an attorney with 
the U.S. Civil Rights Commission, which conducted hearings on 
discrimination in the Cleveland Public Schools during the 60's. 

The professor had some very degrading things to say about the 
then school superintendent because of the manner in which he 
perpetuated the defacto segregation and disctimination within 
the school system. ! was at first shocked that one white man 
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TUTE Wile iy lie trough IS CiaSS ii Aiverican Black Autnors. 
When | started college | did not know that black people wrote 
books of any worth, because there were no black authors on the 
required list in my English, Social Sciences or Civics classes. 

1 o2a Prepared | 
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prepared than the student of the 60's and 70's. Dr. Kousoleaus 
told me that in his Black Literature class a student had identified a 
required book for his class as Malcolm Ten, reference to Roman 
Numeral "X". My conclusions were that not all of the blame could 
be placed on the school systems, but.the Black families who had 
rejected a part of their heritage were also to blame for the many 
problems which confront blacks throughout this country. 

While driving back to Cleveland, | had a flashback to when | 
was a freshman at OU and my two roommates in Washington

Hall, one from upper Arlington the other from Zanesville. 
One night while | was preparing for amid termexam in Zoology. 
my roommate from Zanesville and | talked about study habits, | 


—told -himt was-having-trouble keeping up with the class. He 


revealed to me that everything we were doing in the class was a 
review for him because at his high school they dissected animals 
and completed the experiments in his lab-class. 

At my high school, where | took biology, we did not have any 
lab classes. We did not dissect any animals, nor did we complete 
a majority of the experiments in the book. We did, however, see 
some educational movies on the procedure to dissect and the 
parts of (organs) some animals. 

Needless to say, that was not quite the same as hands on 
experience, which was reflected by my final grade in the class. In 
my third year of college, | took an Economics class in which we 
used Samuelson’s Book, Introduction to Economics. My other 
freshman year roommate was in the class. After mid term exams 
he and | talked, he informed me that at his high school they had 
used the same book we were using in third year college Econom- 
ics. It was all new to me, yet it was just a review for him. Again, 
needless to say, the final grades reflected our pre-college 
advance preparation as well as our academic study during the 
year. ; 

Attrition Rate 

The overall attrition rate at Ohio University is 21 percent, typi- 
cal for schools in the Midwest; however, the attrition rate for 
black freshman students at OU is 50 percent. There are a multi- 
tude of problems confronting blacks in society today and the 
high drop out - flunk out rate at major universities is a problem 
which must-be addressed before the student gets to college, the 
competition and consequences-are too great for the young per- 
son to allow his or her future to be short changed because of 
shortcuts at the primary levels of early childhood development 
and education. . 

A Proposal 

| would propose to the new Governor that a select committee 
be appointed to review the causes of the great disparity between 
the urban and suburban school systems. This is the basis of the 
problem that black students have on achieving the average score 
on the standardized test given throughout the country. The Edu- 
cational Testing Firm reported that Black students scored an 
average of 100 points below the white counterpart on the SAT 

exams. It does follow that an every other nation test given and 
State Licenseing Exam that blacks on the average score less than 
thé average performance. But then that is the way defacto segre- 
gation is supposed to work.

$56 million W.O. Walker indus- 
trial Rehabilitation Center on 
Cleveland's East Side appeared 
to have been removed iast 
week when Gov.

Celeste came out in favor of the 
project. 


The project was initiated by 
former Gov. James A. Rhodes, 
Republican, and approved by 
the Ohio General Assembly. 
Rhodes’ involvement, plus the 
fact that the Republican- 
dominated Ohio tndustrial 
Commission would oversee 
construction of the center, 
obviously reflects a Republi- 
can image. .

Gas Deregulation Proposals Inadequate

We in the natural gas indus- 
try are very concerned about 
the financial hardship that 
many utility customers face 
today, and the Reagan Admin- 
istration has recognized the 
problem, too. But the natural 
gas bill that the Reagan admin- 
istration has proposed in Con- 
gress would not bring prices 
down any time soon. Instead, it 
would. allow them to rise 
further. 

Action by Congress is badly 
needed to deal with the natura! 
gas issue, and it should be 
directed to the heart of the 
problem -- which is that the 
price of natural gas simply is 
too high. 

The Natural Gas Policy Act 
of 1978 (NGPA) started us 
toward a desired goal of a free 
market for gas -- by a gradual 
removal of many stifling fed- 
er..1 regulations. What we have 
today, however, is a situation 
where there is more gas avail- 
able than is needed by gas con- 
sumers, but the price keeps ris- 
ing. This is because the way 


the Act works is to influence 
gas prices in only one direction 
-- up. What we need are 
adjustments to reverse that 
steady upward movement. 
The administration believes 


- the way to lower costs is to 


remove federal price controls 
at the wellhead on all gas -- 
both “new” gas, developed 
since 1977, and “old,” low-cost 
gas. This is what we.in Cotum- 
bia beljeve to be the most 
serious flaw in the administra- 
tion bill. The price of “old” gas, 


under present law, would 
remain under federal controls, 
and we believe that should not 
be changed. 

The administration's theory 
is that we would get a lower 
average price for all gas by 
allowing producers to get a 
higher price for the “old”, low- 
priced gas while permitting the 
principal purchasers -- inter- 
State gas supplier companies -- 
to negotiate a lower price for 
the “new”, or more expensive 


_ immediately after enactment of 


gas. 
The administration expects 
this result from a provision in 
its bill to give either the pur- 
chaser or producer a one-shot ° 
chance to terminate a gas- 
Purchase contract -- througha 
“market-out" clause == effec- 
tive in 1985. ; 
Based on Columbia's expe- 
rience, it is extremely doubtful 
that producers would agree to 
renegotiate lower prices on 
contracts covering “new” gas* 


: ' — 
the administration proposal. 
Producers can be expected to 
try to maintain high prices for 
“new” gas, particularly for gas 
that already has been deregu- 
lated (such as the most expen- 
sive, very deep gas) for as long 
as possible, or at least until 
1985 when buyers could exer- 
cise the “market-out" option. 

At the same time, producers 
of “old” gas would most cer- 
tainly insist on higher prices 
for that less expensive gas if it 


were deregulated. And if the 
Original purchaser did not 
match a higher offer for the 
gas, the producer, after next 
year, could cancel the contract 
and sell it to the higher bidder. 

The result as we see it will 
only be higher, not lower, con- 
sumer prices if “old" gas price 
controls are removed at the 
same time all controls are lifted 
on “new” gas. Columbia is 
against deregulation of any 
gas not already intended to be 
deregulated. under the NGPA 
because this would raise the 
price to consumers unneces- 
Sarily. 

Corrective legislation ts 
urgently needed, however, 
from Congress to give gas 
suppliers more flexibility ir 
contracts with producers 

The complex bill that the 
administration has proposed 
inevitably means there wili be 
lengthy congressional debate 
But financial hardship on con- 
sumers resulting from the cur- 
rent situation, primarily invoiv- 
ing inflexible gas-purchase 
contracts, makes it essential 
that Congress act as promptly 
as possible to relieve the 
burden on consumers.

social service program seems 
to. be climbing the hilltop des- 
pite the brush by the federal 
budget cuts, which affected 10 
percent of its budget. 

The program has mush- 


roomed with anumber of other | = 


human services for its resi- 
dents, and sometimes for out- 
of-community needy people, 
since its inception 17 years 
ago. 

The human service program 
has received a number of good 
service awards, including a 
recognition award presented 
two years ago by the Ohio 
General Assembly. The pro- 
gram was named as one of the 
best human serviees programs 
in Ohio. 

The Hilltop Civic Council 
Inc., 2510-14 Sullivant Ave., 
which opened its office in a 
one-room building in1966 and 
served a few walk-in clients, 
now serves about 400 clients 
weekly with 32 full-time and 
part-time employees. 

The center, according to 
Executive Director Roger 
Germany, spent at least 
$30,000 between February and 
March of this year for clothing, 
payment of utility bills and 
other emergency assistance 
for clients. 

Meanwhile, the center is 
beseiged with needy people 
who need assistance on their 
utility bills because of shutfoffs 
facing them. “There are a 
number of people from other 
areas in Columbus who want 
us to extend our services to 
their’ communities," Germany 
noted. 

The Hilltop Health Center 
had an intake of about 3,500 
clients in the first quarter of 
this year, according to 
Germany.

The program is also blessed 
with 100 volunteers who coor- 
dinate referrals and help in our 
service delivery, Germany 
explained. 

Two years after its birth, the 
Hilltop received a $40,000 
grant from the National Ford 
Foundation for an excellent 
track record, Germany said. 

“And since then, our growth 
has been phenomenal. We 
moved from our former loca- 
tion-on West Broad Street, to 
our current location, and we 
have been here for nine years,” 
Germany added. 


The Hilltop operates nine

ealth Center; Emergency Aid 
and Assistance; Older Citizens 
Program; Youth Service 
Agency; Mental Health Out- 
reach; Code Enforcement;

Blacks Hold Top Posts InGlenn’s Presidential 1 Bid

John Glenn, Ohio's senior Senator and 
candidate for the 1984 Democratic Presi- 
dential Nomination has established an 
uhprecedented level of high-level partici- 
pation by Black professionals, political 
figures and business persons in both his 
campaign organization and his national 
poicy advisory network. 

Although still'in the formative stages, 
Glenn's Washington campaign head- 
quarters now features six blacks holding 
senior-level positions. ; 

Reginald E. Gilliam, Jr. 38, former Vice- 
Chairman and Commissioner of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission serves 
as Chairman of Glenn’s National Advi- 
sory Committee, a national collection of 
experts in every area of public policy. 

Gilliam served as one of Glenn's senior 
legislative counsels from 1975-80 before 
being appointed by former President Car- 
ter as only the 2nd black in the 94-year 
history of the ICC. 

A$ Chairman of Glenn's’ 200 person 
plus National Advisory Committee which 
was formed in February, he is now positi- 
oned to make that goal a reality in the 
Glenn campaign and any future Glenn 
Presidency. 

On the political operations side, Glenn 
recently named Charles H. Smith former 
Deputy Executive Director of the NAACP 
as his Deputy National Political:Director. 

Smith, 51, has had a long career as a 
leader in civil rights, community devel- 
opment and education, having served.as 
a Vice President of the NAACP’s national 
board of directors before becoming chief 
operating officer at the New York City 
national office. 

While minister of the: First Baptist 
Church in Huntington, West Virginia 
Smith co-founded and directed a techni- 
cal skills vocational center, the Tri-State 
Opportunities Industrial Center which 
serviced parts of Ohio, Kentucky and West 
Virginia. 

As Deputy National Political Director of 
the Glenn campaign, Smith will direct the 
overall startegy and activity involved in 
reaching key constituencies, including 
blacks. 

Charles Duncan 29, serves as Director 
of the National Desk System of the cam- 
paign. As Director, Duncan's responsibil- 
ities include assisting the political direc- 
tor in organization and staffing of the 
campaign's field operations in all 50 
states and territories. 

Duncan previously served as Director 
of Minority Affairs for the Presidential 
campaign of Senator Fred Harris in 1975, 
assistant to the dir r of field opera- 
tions for the 1976 Carter campaign and 
midwestern regignal director for the 
Democratic National Committee from 
1977-78. 

Duncan's presence in his current posi- 
tion will assure substantial minority 
involvement down tothe precinct level of 
the Glenn campaign.
